When the Senate Banking and 
Currency Committee inv ited me 
to testify on President J ohnson's 
proposed surrender of $5 billion 
in gold behind our dollar, I had 
asked the Treasury Department, 
“ Wallamalla?” as Charlie Chan 
used to say . 
Our Treasury 
officials’ 
first 
responsibility is to our own tax ­ 
pay ers. 
So 
I’d 
inquired why we 
lose 
gold 
“ on 
balance” 
when 
Franee still owes 
us 
$6 .3 
billion, 
Britain $9 .1 bil­ 
lion, and 18 other 
countries 
$4. 6 
billion in World 
War I debts that 
remain due and 
Unpaid to this v ery day . 
That specific $20 billion has 
nothing to do with America’s 
$113 billion foreign aid — all free* 
— or ev en such unpaid sums as 
Russia’s 
$7 
billion 
lend-lease 
settlement. It’s merely part of 
the truly due obligations incurred 
by debtor nations subject to col­ 
lection. 
Tax pay ers Hold Bag 
While our tax pay ers hold the 
big and the U.S. budget has been 
balanced only six times in the 
past 21 fiscal y ears, many of 
these countries are now rich and 
loaded with gold — debtors who 
now somehow call themselv es 
creditors and threaten the Ameri­ 
can dollar. 
Actually , if President J ohnson 
were as zealous in collecting 
what is owed us abroad as he is 
about changing the law to free 
our gold we would not hav e to 
ship a single ounce on balance 
and the gold outflow could be 
rev ersed ov ernight. 
The Treasury reply , howev er, 
limited itself to the World War I 
sum and. if our tax pay ers can 
believ e their ey es, gav e this of­ 
ficial alibi: 
“ The United States does regard 
defaulted World War I debts as 
v alid obligations due this coun­ 
try , and, it is true that France 
owes $6 billion-plus to us from 
her World War I debt and ov er 
$6 00 million piled up since 19 40. 
But we know of no prospect that 
the United States will attempt to 
force pay ment by defaulting on 
Its obligations to foreign coun- 
tnes.” 
Ground Rules 
Defaut! Force pay ment! Ground 
rules. Nonsense. France is among 
the biggest delinquent in United 
Nations pay ment — for which 
our tax pay ers make up the dif­ 
ference. Last Nov ember Britain 
raised her tariffs 15 per cent, uni­ 
laterally and without notice, in 


comp lete disreg ard of her com­ 
mitment to the General Ag ree­ 
ment on Tariff and Trade (GATT) 
in Genev a. All we g ot was a 
toothy smile and a “So solly , 
p lease.” 
We need not. and should not, 
deal in ev asion. We only need to 
deal in common sense—-a com­ 
modity resp ected throug hout the 
world. If somebody owed y ou 
$1,000 for 25 y ears and now y ou 
owe him $100 what would y ou say 
when he sent a bill collector bang ­ 
ing on y our door? Who wouldn’t 
say , “Blessing s be, now y ou owe 
me only $900”? Any body would— 
ex cep t Uncle Sam, the sap . 
No wonder so many Europ eans 
think we Americans hav e more 
money than brains. 
In all g ood conscience, and in 
all justice, why not deal this way 
with De Gaulle, for ex amp le? It’s 
bey ond comp rehension why we 
welcome this flag rant debtor to 
our dwindling g old sup p ly like a 
chuck-wag on cook on the p lains 
y elling , “Come and g et it.” We 
know he’s ready to g obble up 
more and that’s a chief reason 
we are forced to chang e the back­ 
ing behind our dollar. 


World War I Debts 
Incredibly , the Treasury rep ly 
continues: “Present commitments 
were entered into without reser­ 
v ations based on World War I 
debts. Our Allies consider those 
p ay ments to be related to their 
rep arations from Germany . By 
international treaty concluded in 
London those were deferred until 
g eneral settlement of this mat­ 
ter.” 
Then ev en this ex cuse collap ses 
by the Treasury 's 
owm admis­ 
sion: 
“Althoug h the U.S. is a p arty 
to that treaty our g ov ernment has 
maintained that there is no con­ 
nection between the debts of the 
Allied nations to the United States 
and Germany rep arations.” 
True. So, what are we waiting 
for? 
Why can’t Treasury Secretary 
Doug las Dillon 
and 
our other 
Robin Hoods of the Red Ink say , 
“You owe us much more for 
much long er than any thing we 
owe y ou. It’s about time y ou p ay 
us — not us p ay y ou ”? 
Instead, down g oes our citizens’ 
g old 
ag ain — down 
and 
out. 
Down g oes the backing of our 
dollar. If this isn’t financial ir­ 
resp onsibility , what is? And if 
our own officials shouldn't be 
held 
accountable 
for 
it, 
who 
should?

Q. I am a social security bene­ 
ficiary and am planning to take 
a 
v acation 
for two or three 
months. During this time, I will 
be trav eling a great deal, but 
somebody will be at home to 
receiv e my mail. Do I hav e to 
do any thing about changing my 
address? 


A. As long as somebody is at 
y our home to receiv e y our mail 
and will hold the check in a 
safe place for y ou, there’s noth­ 
ing else y ou need do. 


Q. How soon should I let social 
security know about a change 
of address? 
A. As soon as possible. Try to 
notify the Social Security Admin­ 
istration no later than the 15th 
of the month before y ou mov e. 
This will make it possible for y ou 
to receiv e y our regular monthly 
check without delay . 
Q. Can y ou send my social 
security check to me while I am 
in a foreign country ? 
A. In most cases, y es. Howev er, 
there are certain restrictions that 
apply when y ou receiv e benefits 
outside the United States. Get in 
touch with y our local social secur­ 
ity office for details. They can 
also giv e y ou a special post card 
on which to report y our new 
address.

A. You may not sig n his name 
for him. You may hav e him write 
an “X” on the check according 
to the instructions on the rev erse 
side and hav e it witnessed by two 
p eop le.

There 
is a p rocedure whereby another 
p erson may be authorized to re­ 
ceiv e and cash checks for a 
sev erely ill p erson.

A. You hav e to file an annual 
report of y our earning s between 
J anuary 1 and Ap ril 15, 1966, for 
1965.
